There was blitzkreig, sure enough, 
along a thousand miles of Norway's coast | 
for two days and nights. But the invok- 
ers of the lightning were the ones who | 
suffered most terribly from the blasts. 
For them the event proved to be nothing | 
less than a major disaster, the full extent 
of which is not yet known, but which will 
certainly have far-reaching influence on 
the conduct of the war and perhaps an | 
early effect on the stability of the Nazi re- 
gime. 

As the smoke clears it is learned that 
18 German ships were sunk in the Series 
of scattered engagements, including half | 
the capital tonnage of the Reich fleet. The 
British and Norwegians also suffered | 
heavily; but on balance the Allied naval | 
strength is little impaired while that of | 
Germany has been shattered beyond fur- | 
ther use as a serious offensive force. 

The blockade has not been broken. Its 
grip will be tighter because so many of 
the ships which were available against it 
are now at the bottom of the sea, while 
others have been put out of action inde- 
finitely. 

As for the long-planned, carefully-pre- | 
pared and daringly attempted conquest of 
Norway—that is off. -The fragments of | 
the expeditionary force are strewn along 
a hostile coast hundreds of miles from 
home, wthout vessels to take ‘them off, 


and the Skagerrak blocked against their | 
return if rescue ships were at hand. 
This is the first reverse Herr Hitler 
has sustained. Hitherto he has marched 
from victory to victory, because always 
against weak nations and easily within 
reach. This time he again aimed at a | 
small nation, but a distant one, and unex- | 
pectedly encountered strength comparable 
to his own. The result has been a smash- 
ing defeat. What will be the reaction 
among Germans who have thus far 
thought him to be invincible? |

The raid on Denmark and N 
thoroughly typical of Nazi po! nd 
technique. It ran true to form from the 
beginning. It was conceived in tr 
ery, planned with thoroughness, launched 
as a surprise blow against weak and un- 
offending neighbors, and covered by a 
smoke screen of radioed falsehood. That 
it ended in failure is the one point at which 
it differs from the raids on Austria, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland. 

Neither Denmark nor Norway had 
done anything to incur German wrath. 
Neither had departed from the strictest 
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interpretation of their duty as neutrals. 
But the force sent against them carried 
the evidence that it had long been planned 
to make them outposts of Nazi authority 
and bases of Nazi war operations. And 
Goebbels and Haw-Haw did all that men 
could do to justify the outrage and ob- 
scure the failure of the attempt. 

The result is to convict the whole gang 
afresh, from the Fuehrer down to the 
broadcasters, of making treachery and de- 
ceit the warp and woof of Germany’s for- 
eign policy. The pretence that the expedi- 
tion was sent to Norway because the 
Allies had laid mines in Norwegian waters 
was too transparent to delude anyone; the 
expedition was too obviously in being be- 
fore the mines were laid. The official 
statement that King Haakon was about to 
recognize the puppet cabinet set up by the 
invaders was countered by a Royal proc- 
lamation to the contrary effect. The re- 
peated allegations that the British navy 
had been dealt an almost paralyzing blow 
went by the board as the cold facts were 
disclosed. 

If anywhere in the neutral world there 
were people who still thought that the rul- 
ers of Germany were not as faithless as 
they had been represented to be, this un- 
provoked assault on Denmark and Nor- 
way must have destroyed the charitable 
hope. And if anywhere listeners have 
been disposed to credit as truth the broad- 
casts sent out from Berlin, they surely 
know now that the truth or falsity of a 
statement has nothing to do with the mat- 
ter when a Nazi design to strike down a 
small and neutral country is to be camou- 
flaged.

Something of the work that great aircraft 
carriers are planned to do, is made known since 
the arrival back at Portsmouth of the famous 
Ark Royal—the ship the Nazis decorated Ger- 
man airman Adolphe Francke for sinking last 
October—or so Adolphe thought. To be fair to 
Adolphe, he probably thought he 
did sink the Ark Royal, for he 
dropped a bomb in the sea only 
15 feet away from the hull. Cap- 
tain Power of the Ark Royal says it could not 
have sunk the Ark Royal even had it hit. 

The Ark Royal had been away for several 
months scouting for the Graf Spee and other 
German vessels in the South Atlantic, behind a 
screen of fast moving destroyers.

We all know that in comparison with the 
available resources of the two sides the war in 
the air has hardly opened. The twenty German 
machines (with at least three lost) which raided 
such shipping as they could reach ten days ago 
are a mere trifle compared with the numbers 
which might have been sent over; two hundred 
would not have been an excessive figure to have 
risked. And, indiscriminate as is the German 
attack from the air, so that lightships and un- 
armed trawlers are in just as much peril as 
vessels of war, from the enemy point of view 
these raids are regarded as a very real assault on 
the security of this country and its supplies That 
the assault has up to now been made so sparing- 
ly is one of the present puzzles of this war.— 
Manchester Guardian.

War Responsibilities 


Whatever the actual cost may be, it is cer- 
tain that the amount of money passing through 
the federal treasury in the next few years will 
be very large. This places heavy responsibilities 
upon the Government, but the responsibilities 
are as much those of the general public as of 
those in high places. If the public does not ap- 
preciate the magnitude of the problem and does 
not co-operate wherever co-operation is pos- 
sible, the work of the Government will be 
hampered and its efficiency reduced. These re- 
sponsibilities of both government and public, 
8o far as the economic side of the war is con- 
cerned, fall roughly into two classes: first, those 
that have to do with bringing the national in- 
come up to its maximum as soon as possible; 
and second, those that have to do with obtaining 
as large a return from public expenditures as 
circumstances permit. It will often be necessary 
to get things done in a hurry and, therefore, at 
a cost that is high in comparison with peacetime 
standards, but, in times of war, when so much 
that the nation values is at stake, including the 
lives of her citizens, economic waste is far more 
reprehensible than in times of peace. 

On the economic side, as well as on the mili- 
lary side, of Canada’s war effort there is every 
need for the closest co-ordination of plans with 
those of France and the United Kingdom. Can- 
ada’s economy and industrial structure place her 
at an advantage in certain types of work and at 
a disadvantage in dthers, and, if the best results 
are to be obtained, only those things should be 
produced in Canada for which she has a rela- 
tive advantage in plant and equipment or for 
which the néed is urgent.—Mr, S. A.
